to promote the program. 
Throughout his talk, the 
New 
Yorker told many humorous inci­ 
dents that served to illustrate the 
points he was explaining to the Hr* 
persons who assembled in the Ho­ 
tel Gettysburg for the dinner. 
Think of Bigger Things 
Mr. Gheen challenged the m em ­ 
bers of his audience to think aboil! 
bigger things and to try to under­ 
stand the psychology of the com ­ 
munity, so as to be able to promote 
the economic welfare of its resi­ 
dents. 
It is the duty of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the speaker said, to do 
all in its power to Increase the 
health, 
beauty, 
intelligence 
and 
business of its area, 
It m ight be 
a good standard. Mr. Gheen said. 
for each person in the community 
to develop his civic pride to the ex­ 
ten t to which he will be ashamed 
of anything in his town for which 
he must apologize. 
Following a baked ham dinner 
and preceding Mr. Gheen’s talk, 
several local businessmen and of­ 
ficials of the Chamber of Commerce 
were introduced by Prof. Lloyd C.

$200,000. 
p o ssib ly 
e x c e e d in g 
$225,000 
In the absence of a complete 
official record of damage caused by 
fire in the county, the loss can only 
be approxim ated with the C entral 
Catholic high school blaze of last 
February topping the list at $120,000. 
The early October fire in the Milton 
Plank 
building, 
Baltimore 
street, 
C .ettysburg’s worst fire in several 
years, cauked $45,000 damage, ac­ 
cording 
to 
estim ates 
reportedly 
macle by insurance adjustors. 
The fire loss for Gettysburg is 
given at $45,380.75 by Fire Chief 
Jam es A Aumen. 
T hat sum is a 
great increase over the $125 loss re ­ 
corded in Gettysburg during 1937 
which set a low record. 
Adding G ettysburg's loss to the 
McSherrystown disaster and taking 
into 
consideration 
the 
dozen 
or 
more barn fires in nearly all sec­ 
tions of the county, firemen today 
estim ated the county's loss as con­ 
siderably above $200,000. 
56 Alarms in Gettysburg 
Fire Chief Aumen said his records 
show the local company responded 
to 56 alarm s last year. Thirty-seven 
of them were for fires in the bor­ 
ough and 
the other 19 were to 
blazes that occurred in outlying sec­ 
tions of the county. 
Hie 
Gettysburg 
company 
was 
called out most often last January 
when there were IO alarms. Febru­ 
ary was a close second with nine 
fires. M arch had five alarm s; April, 
four; May. five; June, three; July, 
two; 
Angust, 
three; 
September, 
three; 
October, 
five; 
November, 
three, and December, four. 
The 
Gettysburg 
firemen 
were 
called upon for special duty a t the 
anniversary encam pm ent and special 
pi ovLsions were m ade at the East 
Middle street engine house for the 
speedy handling of fire calls for the 
anniversary period.

Cases of contagious diseases placed 
under ^quarantine 
in 
Gettysburg 
during 1938 increased by 82 over the 
total for 1937, the annual report of 
Erie R. Deardorff. borough health 
officer and secretary of the board of 
health, revealed today. 
Only one 
death occurred in Gettysburg last 
year among those who contracted 
contagious diseases. 
While there was a great increase 
in the number of cases of measles 
there was a marked decrease in the 
am ount of whooping cough cases 
and mumps were entirely unreport­ 
ed here during 1938. In 1937 a total 
of 72 cases of mumps was quaran­ 
tined. 
Last year there were 67 cases of 
chicken pox quarantines as com­ 
pared with 46 for the year before. 
There was one case of Germ an 
measles 
each 
year, 
but 
"plain” 
measles jumped from seven cases in 
1937 to 173 last year. 
The single death was due to men­ 
ingitis. 
The victim was not a resi­ 
dent of Gettysburg, but was from 
Gardners. 
Death occurred in the 
W arner hospital and appears in the 
borough health records. 
259 Cases Quarantined 
Only two cases of scarlet fever 
were quarantined here in 1938 and 
one remained under quarantine at 
the beginning of the year. 
There 
were three cases of th a t disease here 
in 1937. The health officer’s records 
show eight cases of typhoid fever 
last year, equalling the num ber for 
1937. 
Whooping 
cough 
dropped 
from 39 cases in 1937 to four last 
year. Mr. Deardorff lists three cases 
of tularem ia in Gettysburg last year. 
The total number of cases quar­ 
antined last year was 259 as com­ 
pared with 177 for the preceding 
year. 
In 1938 Mr Deardorff m ade 319 
inspections; issued 214 school per­ 
mits; filed 636 health certificates 
and issued three wage earners’ per­ 
mits. 
Each of these figures was 
considerably above the correspond­ 
ing total for 1937. 
Expenses of the local board of 
health last year were $401.80— just 
36 cents more th an in 1937. 
The 
health officer received a salary of 
$360 for the year. 
Telephone serv­ 
ice cost $24; printing, $14.80, and 
postage $3. 
A detailed report of this year's 
work will be presented to the bor­ 
ough council this week by Mr. Dear­ 
dorff for inspection at the next 
meeting of the borough body

Colonel J ane way's announcem ent that the building will be in 
readiness will please the hundreds of thousands interested in Pennsyl­ 
vania's annual dem onstration. 
The outside dimensions of the new farm 
show arena are 240 feet by 348 feet, with a wing 48 feet by 172 feet. 
It 
covers a ground area of 91,000 square feet, and will cost more than a 
million dollars exclusive of administrative and architectural expenses. 
The central feature is the arena floor, shown Here, which is 120 feet wide 
and 240 feet long.

Miss Dorothy Gilbert 
Announces Engagement 
W ashington. Jan. 5 < AP»- P resi­ 
dent Roosevelt asked vast sums for 
national defense today in a m ulti­ 
billion dollar budget th a t projected 
another deficit and an unprecedent­ 
ed public debt of $44,458 000.000 in 
1940. 
His annual report to congress on 
the nation's finances advised em ­ 
phatically against a "violent con­ 
traction” in .spending 
or 
“drastic 
new taxes.” 
He opened 
the 
way, 
however, to 
“m oderate 
tax 
in ­ 
creases” to meet increased expendi­ 
tures of $422,000,000 for arm am ent 
and farm relief casts. 
He called 
for 
$8,995,663,200 of 
federal spending in the fiscal year 
beginning next July I 
and 
esti­ 
m ated the deficit for that year at 
$3,326,343,200. 
He asked $1,609,000,000 
for n a ­ 
tional defense, including an extra 
$500,000,000 to speed up the arm a­ 
ments program. Of the letter sum, 
however, only $210,000,000 would be 
disbursed next year. 
Reiterating 
the 
preparedness 
them e voiced in his annual message 
to congress Wednesday, the Presi­ 
dent said all are 
aware 
"of 
the 
grave and unsettling developments 
in the field of international rela­ 
tions during the past few years.” 
75 Million* for W.P.A. 
Because 
of 
the conditions of 
m odern 
warfare,” 
he 
continued, 
“we must now perform in advance 
tasks that formerly could be post­ 
poned until war had 
become im ­ 
minent." 
Mr. Roasevelt did not specify the 
form of the suggested new taxes.

Crediting

The budget included an estim ate 
th a t at least $750,000,000 ^ o u ld be

Present funds 
are

pected to run out February 8. 
For the next year, the President 
asked $1,500,000,000 for the W.P.A 
He rec u es ted 
no new public works 
program but estimated $366,000,000 
would be necessary to 
carry 
out 
work already underway. 
Renews Economic Suggestions 
Next year's $8,995,663,200 expendi­ 
ture estimates, which did not in­ 
clude $100,000,000 to be used for 
paying off debt, compared with a 
forecast 
of $9,492,329,000 
for 
the 
current year. 
Receipts were set at 
$5,669,320,000 and $5,520,070,000 for 
the respective periods. 
Mr. Roosevelt renewed his often- 
repeated suggestion that th e best 
method 
of obtaining

balanced 
budget is the promo!ion of econom ­ 
ic recovery. 
"We cannot by a simple legisla­ 
tive act raise the level of national

Jan. 5 »A P ) — Felix 
Frankfurter, of Massachusetts, pro­ 
fessor of the Harvard Law school, 
was named by 
President 
Roose­ 
velt today to be an associate jus­ 
tice of the Supreme court. 
Frankfurter was named to the 
vacancy created by the death last 
July of Benjamin N. Cardozo, of 
New York. 
Frankfurter has had a long legal 
background. 
His 
chief sponsor on 
capitol 
hill was 
Senator Norris 
tlnd-N ebt. one of the leading lib­ 
e r a ls in Congress. 
Frankfurter, who is 56 years old 
and a native of Vienna, form er Aus­ 
tria, has been law professor at H ar­ 
vard since 1914. 
Frankfurter's was the third ap ­ 
pointm ent President Roosevelt has 
made to the tribunal. 
T he mew' appointm ent, if con­ 
firmed by the senate, is not e x p e c t ­ 
ed to change the court's "liveral- 
conservative” lineup. 
Cardozo, until he became ill on 
December IO, 1937, led all his col­ 
logues in supporting Roosevelt ad ­ 
m inistration legislation brought be­ 
loid the tribunal. 
There are now* only two justices 
—McReynolds and Butler—who are 
described by the adm inistration as 
"conservative.” Both are democrats 
and have been the leading court 
opponents of new deal legislation. 
President Roosevelt’s other ap-

were 
Senator 
Hugo 
L. 
Black, of Alabama, to succeed W il­ 
lis Van Devanter, of Wyoming, and 
Solicitor General Stanley Reed, of 
Kentucky, to succeed George S uth­ 
erland. of Utah.

Proponents replied that it was a 
step toward eliminating the ‘politics 
in relief"’ for which the W.P.A. has 
been criticized. 
Under an executive order issued 
last June 24 by President Roosevelt 
35,000 
W.P A. 
administrative em ­ 
ployes will lie blanketed into the 
civil service February I. 
“It’s a marvelous perversion of

process," 
commented .Senator Vandenberg <R-

“Ordinarily, the result of such an 
indictment as was flied by the Shep­ 
pard committee against the W.P.A. 
would mean the wholesale evacu­ 
ation of the ‘gangsters.’

LINK PRESENT, 


GLACIAL AGES 


Pittsburgh. 
Jan. 
5 
(AP .- Two 
snail hunting scientists, a husband 
and wife, examined 
fondly today 
scores of new specimens they think 
may be links between the western 
hemisphere 
of 
the 
present 
and 
glacial Europe of thousands of years 
ago. 
Dr 
Stanley 
Truman 
Brooks, 
curator of recent 
mvertabrutes at 
Carnegie museum, and 
his family 
were home again after four months 
of adventure in Newfoundland and 
three months in 
London- all 
for 
science and snails. 
The tall, handsome. 36-year-old 
Doctor Brooks, a 
Kansan, 
hunts 
snails to add to man’s knowledge of 
that hazy period in geographical his­ 
tory. the time cl the great glaciers. 
Mrs. Brook*, a botanist, and their 
three children—Hunter. 9; Barbara, 
6. and Anne. 5-—always aceorni>any 
Doctor Brooks on his expeditions. 
In Newfoundland the Brooks dis­ 
covered what they hope are more 
•facts' to indicate the north A t­ 
lantic ocean was dry land thousands 
of years ago. 
These are minute 
Vertigo alpe.stris, Doctor Brooks’ fa­ 
vorite snail and one he says was 
first found bv his wife in Newfound­ 
land in 1937. 
He thinks these snails 
lived in northern Europe during the 
glacial age. 


How did they get to Newfound­ 
land? 
“They must have walked 
there 
over a period of 
probably 
100,000 
years.'' said Doctor Brooks, adding 
that he hoped to establish a “definite 
'link between the animal life of that 
remote glacial period and present 
. animal life.'' 
The

foundland with $2 in cash.

lived with fishermen aud gathered 
their 
snails 
on 
uninhabitated 
islands 
Doctor Brooks then 
wanted 
to

i earned the family’s passage by paint­ 
ing the ship’s sn tier structure. 
Back in Boston he reclaimed their 
1928 model automobile from a junk 
yard and in it the Brooks crossed 
j the Allegheny

1 knowledge. 
In his laboratory Doctor Brooks 
now is .sifting the soil in 30 boxes 
and six bags for his new minute 
I vertigo alpestris specimens, which 


will become part of his collection of 
thousands of varieties of snails.
